Maliea Complaint* That lCipadltlon* Ara 
to Assist th* Boars. 
Washington, Nov. 29.—Great Britain 
has protested vigorously to this govern­ 
ment against the organizations of expe­ 
ditions in this country intended, presum­ 
ably, for the assistance of the Boers. 
Lord Pauncefote made the protest at 
the state department and Secretary Hay 
referred Lord Pauncefote to the secre­ 
tary of war. 
It is no longer a secret that expedi­ 
tions of importance are being organized 
The most notable of these has its head­ 
quarters in the suburbs of this city, and 
another will be equipped with funds in 
New York City. 
Both of these organ­ 
izations, it is said, have common back­ 
ing and are under the auspices of an 
agent of the Transvaal now in New 
York, 
It is understood that there are 
millions of dollars of Dutch and French 
money behind these filibustering expe 
ditions. 
Tho state depaitment, the war depart­ 
ment and the treasury department have 
informed the British ambassador that 
every precaution will be taken to pre­ 
vent the sailing of armed expeditions in 
the interest of the Transvaal.

The most important features of the 
message relate to the new dependencies 
and to the financial question.

Sovereignty 
is 
to 
be established 
throughout the Philippines and to be 
permanently maintained. 
Civil govern­ 
ment is to be extended throughout the 
islands as rapidly as possible, on lines 
somewhat to the arrangements affected 
for the goverament of the island of Ne­ 
gro*. 
Attention ie invited to the report of 
the Philippine commission as to why 
it is impossible for the United States to 
part with the islands, aud as to the 
great commercial advantages in holding 
them. 
Civil government in Cuba under 
military control is recommended until ; 
some substantial progress Has been made 
through the medium of suffrage toward 
the establishment of an independent 
form of government. 
Attention is called to the fact that 
the census will not be completed until 
Dec I and as the Spandiards have, 
under the treaty, until April next to 
decide whether they will become citi­ 
zens cd the island.it will not be possible 
until ‘hat time to hold geneial elections 
to determine upon the future govern­ 
ment of the island. 
The question of 
the annexation is, therefore, left open.

hounds have been sent for to trail the 
robbers. 
Postm aster Cox had closed tho office 
aud started home 
Two or thre« men. 
he could not tell the exact number, 
halted him and demanded his money. 
He refused and was knocked down and 
robbed 
His cries for help were heard 
by Deputy Perkingpaugh. who hap­ 
pened to be on the street. 
When Peckingpaugh heard the cries 
for help, he broke and ran in the direc­ 
tion whence the voice came. 
A fter Cox was knocked down and his 
money secured, the robbers made a 
break to get aw ay and ran right in to 
Peokinpaugh, who was coming from 
the opposite direction. 
They were commanded to halt and 
answered w ith a shot. I i or 15 shots 
ringing out in rapid succession with the 
result as stated above. 
Aa far as known uone of the robbers 
were wounded and left behind no clew 
with which to identify them with. 
Deputies Holvey and Cox were dis. 
patched to the scene of the tragedy and 
will leave no stone unturned to hunt
